ENGLAND'S STRENGTH. 

Mr. T. H. Farrer has contributed a pa- 
per to the March numbor of tue Fortnight- 
ly -which is attracting a great deal of at- 
tention in the world. The information* it 
conveys must havo opened tho eyes of 
some who were accustomed to sneer at 
what thoy wore pleased to term British 
deoadence. Mr. Farrer shows that when 
Britain came ont of tho great Napoleonic 
struggle in 1815 aho had about 9 per cent, 
of the population of tho five first-class 
powers of Europo. She has now about 
ISperoent. Since that time hor amount 
of taxation has been continually on tho 
increase, but its rate per head since 18215 
has continually diminished; whilo tho 
per capita tax in almost all other couutrios 
has greatly inoreased. This, howevor, 
gives a very inadequate idea of tho poten- 
tial taxation of England. Every ponny 
per pound added to tho income tax yields 
£1,800,000. That tax now .under the pro- 
sent Budget, will be 0d.; while during the 
Crimean war it was as high as lGd. Sinco 

1840 taxes to the oxtent of more than 
thirty-two millions of pounds havo beon 
remmitted, and yet the unrepealed ones, 
•which in 1811 yielded £51,082,000,brought 
£68,514,000 in 1877. The banking capital 
of England is eight times that of Russia. 
Russia borrows at 6% por cont., England 
at %Y*. In 1803, tho assessmont in Groat 
Britain for income tax was £115,352,000; 
in 1875, £535,708,000. Tho savings of tho 
poor in 1830 were £13,508,000; in 1870, 
£70,280,000. We are often assured that 
pauperism is eating like a cancor into 
England's vitals, and that tho numbor of 
paupers is always on tho inoreaso. In 

1841 eight per cent: of England's popula- 
tion were paupers; in 1870 only three per 
cent, were in that condition. Thero is to 
bo sure more spent upon them, but that is 
beoause they are better treatod. In 1834 
there were 22,451 committals for crime in 
England; in 1870, in spite of tho increase 
of population, only 10,078. Sinco 1820 
the exports of British produce havo in- 
creased more than five-fold , and the ex- 
ports and imports havo unitedly been 
nearly doubled sinco 18G0. In 1830 053,- 
000 tons of pig iron were produced; in 
1875, 6,365,462. The Merchant Navy of 
England is nearly as largo as those of all 
the rest of Europe, In physical health 
and strength, in education, in religion, in 
the administration of justice, in increased 
harmony among tho different classes, in 
the extent and loyalty of hor dependen- 
cies, and in tho gonoral prosperity and 
comfort of all sections of her population 
the same gratifying advancement is to bo 
marked. 

To her oredit Britain has, for tho last 
fifty years at any rate, shown a praise- 
worthy reluotanco to entering upon any 
war, whether large or small. But this 
has not arisen from tho enervating in- 
fluences of mere material prosperity, or 
from a oonviotion that she has neither the 
spirit nor the relative resources of other 
days. It would scaroely bo an exagoration 
to say that a single ship of her present 
navy would be more formidablo and 
would carry a heavier broadside than tho 
whole fleet that gained Trafalgar. It is 
fashionable for some foolish folks to say 
that Britain cannot now bo oven kicked 
into a fight. Britain is reluctant to fight 
because her people havo a vivid idea of 
what war means, and because she knows 
that with any of the Great Powers it is 
impossible for her to carry on a little war. 
But it is just as well for those who say 
there is "no fight left in her" not to pre- 
sume too far. Relativoly Britain is to-day 
far stronger both for defence and aggres- 
sion than when she came out of tho strug- 
gle with her giant opponont in 1815. Sho 
has not yet become enervated, far loss is 
she sunk int j her second childhood. War 
has no attractions for her people. Glory 
is to her now no more than in former days 
a word to conjure with. But if war should 
be forced upon her either now or at some 
subsequent period, we greatly mistake if 
it will not be shown that tho Britain of 
to-day can do and daro as much as ever 
she did in any previous part of hor event- 
ful history. 

THE CANADIAN PACIFIC RAILWAY 
IN TIME OF W AR. 

In connection with threatened Russian 
attacks on British commerco in tho North 
Paoifio, we have drawn attention to tho 
vast importance of tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway as an Imperial work and for Im- 
perial purposes. This view is well sus- 
tained by some passages in a carefully- 
prepared paper, by Mr. Sandford Flem- 
ing, on Canada, which was road recently 
at a meeting of the Royal Colonial Insti- 
tute, the Duke of Manchester presiding. 
Mr. Fleming says:— 

"lam prepared to admit that there are 
many weighty reasons why some one of the 
lines projected across the continent should 
be pushed to completion more rapidly than 
colonization purposes actually demand. I 
have already mentioned that,. tho enter- 
prise known as the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way has been designed for a purposo be- 
yond that of settling tho vast interior of 
the country. One of tho objects is to 
unite tho Pacific and Atlantic coasts with 
a continuous line of railway without pass- 
ing over foreign sea or soil. How can I 
very briefly — lor I fear I havo exhausted 
your patience— how cm I, in a few words, 
sot forth the immense importance of the 
Umpire of having a lino through Canada 
in operation as Bpeodily as possible? 
Esquimalt, the naval station on tho Pa- 
cific, and possibly tho great Pacific 
arsenal of tho futuro, is some four munths' 
steaming distance from England. I ven- 
ture to state that by tho projected Cana- 
dian lines it would bo possible to carry 
dispatohes" (and it might havo added, 
even war material) "from London to this 
station on the Pacific in thirteen or four- 
teen days, and that Now Zealand could bo 
reached in less time than it has ever yet, 
as far as I have learned, beon reached. 
Tbe great Australian provinces must 
Burely be interested! A railway across 
America on British soil must bo of some 
moment to every British station in the 
North and South Pacifio Oceans. It 
would open^a new route to India! There 
would probably be less nervousness felt 
from day to day, and from month to 
month, here, in tho heart of the ompiro, 
about the 'Eastern question,' if wo had 
an overland route through Canada. And 
in this view the consideration of a very 
simple yet important WeBtern question 
might in some' degree diminish tho in- 
terest felt in a very serious and compli- 
cated Eastern question." 

AUSTRALIAN TRADE. 

The Americans are waking up to the 
faot that there is a big trade to be done 



with Australia by sejne body. The foreign 
commerce of our Bister colony in 1875 
amounted to §458,399,205; of whioh Eng- 
land had the larger share. The N. Y. 
Herald contrasts with regret the facts that 
while for the five years ending with 1876, 
England's trade with Australia averaged 
yearly §224,135,573; that of the United 
States only amounted to §6,479,988 por 
annum. There is no doubt thoy will make 
an effort to secure this trade to a far great- 
or extent than they now have it; and we 
in Canada should not be behind in our 
efforts to accomplish tho same purpose. 
Wo are making a fair beginning since 
last year; but it will require some push- 
ing if it is to amount to anything ol im- 
portance. Wo ocoupy a favorable posi- 
tion tu regards practicability of access; 
we havo tho facilities for trade to a con- 
siderable oxtent, and we are not hamper- 
ed with the "unwise legislation and tho' 
want of adequate means of steam com- 
munication of whioh thsHerald complains. 
—London Advertiser. 

THE LAST* ATTEMPT. 

Tho telegraph brings intelligence of 
another attempt to take the life of the 
Emperor of Germany. About 4 o'cloak 
on Sunday afternoon, as His Majesty was 
passing along the beautiful avenue Unter 
dor Linden, in Berlin, ho was fired upon 
from a window with a gun loaded with 
buckshot and wounded in the face and 
arm. His Majesty lost muoh blood. Tho 
injuries are not snpposed to place tho 
royal life in dauger; but the ■ shook and 
exhaustion to the system of a person who 
has attained the ripe ago of Emperor 
William, must be very gieat. It- is 
scarcely ten days ago that we announced 
an attempt on the Emperor's life, and tho 
would-bo assassins on that occasion had 
not been tried before tho second, and 
more successful attempt, is announced. 
The determination on tho part of tho 
Government to suppress Socialist or Com- 
munistic club3 probably prompted tho 
cowardly deed.

A BYLAW 

To enable tho Corporation of the City 
of Victoria to raise tho sum of 
$20,000 for tho purposes therein 
set forth. 

WHEREAS the Municipal Council of 
the Corporation of tho City of Victoria 
has resolved to raise tho sum of Twenty 
Thousand Dollars to pay off certain out- 
Btanding liabilities of tho said Counoil. 

And whereas it will requiro tho Bum of 
82012 to be raised ; annually by special 
rate for tho payment of the said debt and 
interest as is horoinaftor mentioned. 

And whereas the amount of tho whole 
rateable property of tho said Corporation 
of tbe City of VioUria according to the 
last revised Assessment Roll being for the 
year 1878 was $2,19-1,500, irrespective of 
any futuro inoreaso of thoratoable proper- 
ty of tho Municipality and of any inconio 
in the Dature of tolls, interest or dividends 
from tho work, and also irrospoctivo of 
any incomo from tho temporary invest- 
ments of the sinking fund or of any part 
thereof, t 

And whereas for paying tho interest 
and creating an equal yearly sinking fund 
for paying tho said principal sum of §20,- 
000 and interest us hereinafter mentioned 
it will require an equal annual special 
rate of ono-tenth of on'o por cont. on the 
dollar. 

Be it therefore enaoted by tho Mayor 
and Counoil of the Corporation of the 
City ot Victoria. 

1. That it shall bo lawful for tho Mayor 
of the City to raise by way of loan from 
any person or persons, body or bodies 
corporate who may bo willing to advancb 
the samo upon tho orodit of tho deben- 
tures hereinafter mentioned a sum of 
money not exceeding in the whole tho 
Bum of twenty thousand dollars (§20,000) , 
and causs the samo to bo paid into the 
hands of tho Treasurer of tho said Corpo- 
ration for the purposo aud with tho object 
above reoitod, 

2. That it shall bo lawful for tho said 
Mayor to cause any numbor of debentures 
to be made for suoh sums of money as may 
bo required not loss' than ono hundred 
dollars each (§100) each and that tho said 
dobenturoa shall be sealed with the seal 
of the said Corporation of tho City of 
Viotoria and bo signed by tho said Mayor. 

3. That the said debentures shall bear 
interest at and aftei tbo rato of seven per 
cent, per annum from tho dato thoreof, 
whioh interest shall bo payable half-yearly 
at the office of the Treasurer of tho "Muni- 
cipality. 

4. Thnt for tho purpose of forming a 
sinking fund for tho payment of tho said 
debentures and tho intoresf at tho rate 
aforesaid to become due thereon, an equal 
special rate of one-tenth of ono cent on 
the dollar shall in addition to all other 
rates bo raised, levied aud collected in 
each year upon all; rateable property in 
tho said Municipality during tho contin- 
uance of the said debentures or any of 
them. 

5. Clause two of tho Victoria Revenue 
By-Law, 1875, as amended by tho "Water 
Works Debonturo and Revenuo By-Law 
Amendment By-Law, 1877," is horoby 
further amended by striking out the words 
"nino-tonths" and substituting tho words 
"oight-tonths." 

6. It shall bo lawful for tbo said Muni- 
cipal Council from time to tirno to re- 
purchase any. of the said debentures and 
snob debentures shall bo exprossod as to 
entitle tho said Council to redeem and 
purchase the same on paying the amount 
thoreof and interest duo thereon to the 
date of such purchase to tho holdor " or 
holders thereof; and all debentures so re- 
purchased shall bo forthwith cancelled 
and destroyed and no re-issue of deben- 
tures shall be made iu consequence of 
such re-purchaso. 

7. That this By Law shall take effeot 
and come into operation upon the eloventh 
day of June, A. D. 1878, 

8 This By-La% may bo cited for all 
purpose's as tho "By-Law to authorize the 
raising of twenty thousand dollars, 1878."

British Columbia Mines in England. 

The San Francisco correspondent of the 
London Times writos as follows of tho 
recentquartz and alluvial gold discoveries 
in British Columbia under dato of April 
7th:— 

Important information Las boon receiv- 
od from British Columbia of the discov- 
ery of rich gold mines, which are likely 
to prove better fields of investment to the 
British capitalist than those of California 
and Nevada. A few months ago n gigan- 
tio ledge of gold ore was struck at Cariboo 
20 feot to 30 feet in thickness, and many 
miles in length, Ono oompany, now in 
full operation, have a tunnel in ore that 
averagos §100 to tho ton, nn averago that 
exceeds any yet found on the far-famed 
Comstook lode. Tho Cassiar placer dig- 
gings are reported on official authority to 
be turning out extremely well, and there 
iB every prospect of their development in- 
creasing in the future, as the facilities for 
reaohing thom are promoted by the con- 
struction of good roads. What is now 
wanted in British Columbia are men with 
some capital to carry out the working of 
the mines now in hand, and to develop 
new discoveries. • An acoession of labor 
is not required, nor, under Tjrosent cir- 
oumstanoes, is it desirable. Although it 
is safe to predict that tho country will 
soon become one of tho richest mineral 
producing countries in tho world, it 
would be premature to recommond it as a 
field for emigration.

Report on the Canadian Fishery Awards. 

Washington, D.O., May 17. — Secretary 
Evarts' communication on the Fiahery 
Commissioners' Award is an elaborate and 
voluminous review of the entire history of 
the controversy and of the proceedings 
connected with its settlement. The So 
cretary Bays thero was no fault or omisson 
on the part of our agent or counsel in 
presenting our case. He shows that tho 
gross value of tho fisheries in question to 
the Americans for the five seasons before 
the Commission concluded its labors was 
only §472,353, a sum for whioh the exces- 
sive award, §5,500,000 for twelve years, 
was out of all proportion. Ho further 
shows that the actual net profit to tho 
Americans was but §25,000 a year. The 
Sooretary predicts that unless the subjoot 
of inshore fisheries be thoroughly settled 
now it will return to vex the Unitod 
States seven years hence. 

Washington, May 28. — The report of 
tho Sonato Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions on the Fishery award concludes as 
follows: 

We would suggest, in the event of pay- 
ment of the award by tho United States, 
that the utmost care and circumspection 
be employed to dieabuso the minds of the 
British and Canadian Governments, as 
well as the British and Canadian people, 
of any poasible impression that tho 
American people do, or even can, accept 
the award of the Halitiax Oommssion as a 
just measure of value of inshore fisheries 
in Canadian waters. Against such infer- 
ence, deduotion, conclusion or beliof, tho 
Congress of the nation, tho. Senators of 
theStatesand members of thoHouseofRop- 
resontatives respectfully, but firmly and 
decidedly protost; and they do not protost 
moroly from the sense of injustice that is 
done in the award, but also ospocially bo- 
causo.in future negotiations with England 
regarding trade and commerce botweon 
tho United States and the Dominion of 
Conada, the Goverumont of tho United 
States will not recognize tho award of tho 
Halifax Commission as in any senso a just 
measure of Yalue of the fisherios in ques- 
tion.

He is also 
an ossayer of repute and the inventor of 
several devices used in the saving and 
extraction of precious metals. 

The Fenian Fright.— The alarm iu tho 
EaBt concerning a Fenian raid would ap- 
pear to bo entirely groundless. A fow 
tramps encamped in a piece of wood on 
the Vermont border, and ono or two sen- 
sational articles in a New York paper, 
created a wide-sprtad alarm whioh more 
recent information does not justify. What 
might occur should Oreat Britain and 
Russia become involved it is impossible 
to say at presont; but the opinion is gen- 
eral that a raid would amount to nothing 
even under tho most favorable circum- 
stances.

TJncle Tom's Cabin. 

A houBe crowded to excess greeted the 
first representation of Uncle Tom's Cabin 
by the San Francisco Grand Opera House 
Combination at Theatre Royal last even- 
ing and in no respeot were those prosent 
disappointed. Far from being disappoint- 
ed everybody appeared to be delighted 
with- tho entertainment, and frequently 
during tho Boveral acts the applause was 
of the most demonstrotive ohuraoter. Tho 
drnma abounds in so many pathetic 
and interesting situations that it would 
be useless, within a limited apace, 
to attompt to revert to all of them, 
bnt several of the characters deserve es- 
pocial mention, principal amongst them 
being those of Phineas Fletcher, admira- 
bly assumed by Mr. J. O. Barrows, an 
old favorite with Victorians, and Unole 
Tom, taken by Mr. A. D. Billings. Both 
those parts were most faithfully pourtray- 
ed as also was that of Lawyer Marks, an 
amusing member of the legal fraternity, 
by Mr. M. F. Kilday. The talent dis- 
played by Zoe Tuttlo, a pretty and capti- 
vating little child apparently of only 
some eight or nine years, in theoharaoter 
of Eva olicitod genoral approbation 
and was in itself a wonderful piece of 
acting, tho child seeming to entor into 
tho pathos of the character with au acou- 
raoy which is rarely to be met with. The 
Topsoy of Miss Carro Truo was unusually 
good, not only on account of that lady's 
very natural conception of tho part, which 
is generallv admitted to bo a most diffi- 
cult ono, 'but on account of her vooal 
powers whioh aro dooidodly of no mean 
-ordor. Mr. Allen made a first rate Le- 
greo, and Miss Alice Tuttlo as Aunt 
Onholia was exceedingly good. Tho dual 
oharactera of Eliza and Cassoy were 
takou by Miss Nellio Holbrook to tho 
satisfaction of tho audience, and that of 
tho auctioned- by Mr. Geo. Carpontor, 
who wus evidently quito up to tho busi- 
ness. Tho various plantation scones in- 
oidontalto tho play were oxcellontly repre- 
sented and amongst tho most attractive 
featuros of the ovoning's entertainment, 
wore the melodies rendeied by tho Jubilee 
siugers led by John Carter, a son of Mr. 
Paris Carter, of this city. The piece on 
the whole is without doubt one of tho 
best that has over boon mountod in thii 
oityaud is well worth witnessing. The 
manner in which it is produced by the com- 
bination gives an excellnnt idea of hard- 
ships suffered by theslavosof tho "sunny 
South" aud brings forward most vividly 
tho good and bad traits of man's charac- 
ter. Tho outertainmont will be repeated 
this evening, when an audienoe numeri- 
cally and enthusiastically equal to thot of 
last night is sure to be presont; reserved 
seats should therefore be soourod as early 
as possible to-day at Redfern's jewelry 
stoio. 

The Lady Mordaunt Scandal. 

Tho Paris American Register says: "The 
marriage of Sir Charles Mordaunt to Lord 
Leigh's neice, Miss Cholmondeley, is the 
final chapter of a long and ofton painfull" 
interesting story. It is now nine years 
sinco Sir Charles petitioned for a divoroe 
from hiB wife, who was one of a group of 
sisters famous for their beauty and high 
standing in sooioty. Lady Mordaunt did 
not plead, and so in February, in 1870, 
the Judge of the Divoroo Court direotod 
a jury to try tho question if Bhe was or 
was not sane. The Prince of Wales was a 
witness on that occasion. The jury found 
that tho respondent was insane. More 
than threo years passed before Sir Charles 
brought on appeal to tho House of Lords, 
and it was not till two years ago that he at 
least succeeded in proving his wife's 
guilt, and getting a releaso from the legal 
bond whioh bound him to her. Now, at 
42, he is onco more happy. Let us hope 
that ho will continue to be bo. He has 
tad moro than his share of sorrow. It 
was through a tragedy that he came into 
the baronetcy, for whon ho was only 9 
years old his father was accidentally shot 
by a friend. Ho represented South War- 
wickshire in Parliament from 1859 to 
1868. It is not given to many men to be- 
conio a county momber at 23. Probably 
we shall seo him return to political life." 

Trade and Industry are at a complete 
standstill in Germany. The iron trado is 
especially depressed, and moBt of the 
ironmasters in Westphalia are simply 
ruined. Ono large establishment, in 
which upwards of £1,000,000 sterling has 
been invested during the last five years, 
and on which thero was what was consid- 
ered a small mortgage debt of £180,000, 
has just been sold by the mortgagees and 
realized only £182,000. 

The stoaniBhip Dakota arrived on Sun- 
day morning from San Franoisoo, having 
made tho run in 04 hoursand 10 minutes— 
beating her best time by 50 minutes, and 
again establishing her cloim to be the 
swiftest vessel plying in the North Paoi- 
fic waters. 



Another Indian War. 

Boise City, I. T., May 30.— Two citi- 
zens, J. M. Bakor and M. C. Campbell, 
arrived here at 7 o'clock this evening, 
Laving ridden ninety miles from their 
oamp on Big^Camas prairie since eleven 
o'clock a.m. to day. Before leaving two 
white men carceinto their camp who had 
been shot by Bannook Indians, one se- 
verely wounded in tho head and tho other 
dungei'OUBly wounded in the body* and 
speechless when thoy loft him. Baker 
and Campbell report about two hundred 
Bannook Indians encamped in the lava 
beds between tho Big Camas prairie and 
Snake river, and led by Buffalo Horn, a 
noted Bannook scout, tho one they now 
acknowledge as their ohief. The Ban- 
nooks havo been known for some time 
past to be contemplating hostilities and 
this Indian (Buflalo Horn) has been con- 
tinually with them. 

About two weeks ago Buffalo Horn was 
hero with a small escort, ondeavoring to 
purohaso ammunition, but failod until he 
prooured an ordor from Mason Brayman, 
governor of the territory, authorizing and 
recommending tho selling of ammunition 
to him, on the ground that he was a good 
Indian and loyal. Tho citizens are much 
inoonsod against Brayman for giving tho 
Indian this order, which was in plain 
violation of n standing order from tho 
president, strictly prohibiting tho ealo or 
gift of ammunition to the Indians. Buffa- 
lo Horn left, well supplied with ammuni- 
tion, procured by means of this ordor 
from Brayman, and he is now at the hoad 
of a formidable band of hostile Indians. 
Ho has told tho settlers that thoy must 
leave the prairie or lie killod, and has 
alroady commenced the work of massacre. 
About 90 mounted troops undor Mnjor 
Collins and Col. Bernard will leavo here 
immediately for the bcouo of trouble. 
This foroo is ontirely inadequate to tho 
task of attacking tho Indians in tho lava 
bods, but will bo able to afford proteotion. 
to tho settlers on tho prairie.

Troubles of the Nioauaguan Ship 
Frank Austin.— The San Francisco Bul- 
letin Bays: Six seamou of the crow of the 
ship Frank Austin wove brought to this 
oity by Deputy United Stotos Marshal 
Dunlap from Los Angolos yostorday and 
lodged in jail. Tho Frank Austin cleared 
from this port a fow wooks ago under the 
Nioaraguan flag, and went ashoro in tho 
harbor of Santa Monica. Sho was hauled 
off by a steamer of Goodall.Perkins & Co's 
line and put into Wellington harbor. 
Tho seamen, whon orderod to turn to for 
duty refused on the ground, as they say, 
that tho vessel was unseaworthy; that thoy 
shipped on an Amorican vessel for a do- 
mestic port.and were not aware the vessel 
was undor a foreign flag and bound for a 
foreign port until they got to soa. Thoy 
were held to answer before tho Grand 
Jury on charges of disobedionco of orders 
by Commissioner Whiting of Los Ange- 
les county in $250 bail eaoh. Goodall, 
Perkins & Co. have filed a libol in the 
Unitod States District Court against the 
Frank Austin to recover salvage for haul- 
ing her off the Santa Monica beaob.

Tho Emperor was wounded in 
one arm and on tho cheek by buokshot 
and smaller shot. Tho would-be assassin 
is a Dr. Tobling, ocoupying apartment* 
at No. 18 Unterdor Lindon. When his 
door was forced opon ho firod upon and 
wamnded the hotel kooper and triod to 
commit suicide, but was securod. Tho 
Emporor's peraonal attendant jumped 
into the carriage and aupportod the Em- 
poror until the carriage roaohod the 
palace. The Emporor was convoyed to 
bad and several grains of Bhot extracted 
causing great loss of blood. The Em- 
peror suffered groat pain, but nover lost 
eonsoiousness. At 7 o'olook this evening 
no serious apprehensions wero folt as to 
his condition. 

London, June 1. — It is extromoly diffi- 
cult to obtain exact information about tho 
sinking cf the Grosser Kurfurst. The 
survivors were taken on board tho other 
ironolada and nobody from oithor of tho 
three vessols has landed at Folkstono or 
Dover. All tho morning papors give dif- 
ferent estimates of tho number lost and 
saved. Tho Proussen was some distance 
astern nt tho time of tho disaster and did 
not come up in time to assist in the res- 
cue. . 

The latest statement is that out of 500 
men on. the Grosser Kurfurst about 210 
were saved, including 13 officers, among 
whom was the captain, previously report- 
ed lost.

MURDER OF AN AMERICAN LADY. 



The Sister of tho United States Vice-Consul 
at Bucharest Asaasslnuted by a Discarded 
Lover. 



The Bucharest correspondent of tho 
Edioburg Scotsman writos, April 19th, as 
follows: 

A sad tragedy has just taken placo here. 
Tho sister of tho Amorican Vice-Oonaul, a 
gentleman well-known and much rospoot- 
od, has boon cruelly murdered by a 
young man who fell in lovo withhor about 
throe yoars ago. For various roasons tho 
joung lady's family rofusod their consent 
to tho match, although ono marriago had 
alroady takon placo in the family, tho 
lady's sister boing married to W. Stladeo- 
lser, tho older brother of tho suitor. Af> 
tor somo stormy scenoB it was resolved 
thatyoung Stladeckor should go to Paris, 
whoro he has boon staying until tho last 
two weeks. 

Returning to Bucharest, ho found mar- 
ried to another tho lady whom he loved, 
and at once seemed to lose his reason. 
Going into tho room, a few days after his 
arrival, where tho lady and her sister 
wore alone, he commenced upbraiding 
her, and scarcely waiting for an answer, 
plunged a dagger into her breast. Tho 
wound was mortal, and with one Bhriek 
she fell to the floor, her sister trying to 
shield hor from tho fury of hor assassin, 
who, unable to strike again to her heart, 
stabbed right and left into her limbs and 
body.it is said screwing the dagger round 
in the wounds ho inflicted. Then, his ob- 
jeot accomplished, ho rushed off and tried 
to commit suioido by cutting his throat 
with a dagger, breaking it, howevor, and 
failing in tho attempt. 

Help ooming when too lato, tho poor 
lady, who had boon but four months mar- 
ried and was only 20 years of age, was laid 
on a oouch. Tho murderer was also bo- 
oured and takon to a hospital, and guard- 
ed by a gondarmo. During tho night ho 
made an attompt to escape, which was 
frustrated, but on Tuesday, tho 16th, ho 
committed suicide. Saying he was unwell 
ho was allowed to leave his chambor, fol- 
lowed by tho Bontinol. On entering a 
closot he drew tho cord of his dressing- 
gown off, attaohod it knotted to a. beam 
above him, and ended his life by hanging 
himself. Ho made no noise nor uttorod a 
sound, and was discovered dead when the 
door was openod. 

This has been a grievous blow to all t&o 
relations, who are Jews. Dr. Stern, the 
lady's brother, is well known hero,' both 
as filling the place of Consul for tho Uni 
ted States, and by having translated 
Shakespeare's "Hamlet" into the Rou- 
manian language.
